to emphasize the importance of basic rights such as 
guaranteed income, public services and free movement. 
All these three arc very central especially because 
nowadays, in the expansion stages of the European 
Union, the European financial and political elite is 
making plans (the Nizza EU-summit in early Decem- 
ber 2000 being an example of this) to diminish the 
rights which have been fought for and established dur- 
ing the 20th century. It is essential to challenge the 
effort of the capital to define the meaning of “free 
movement”, to make it clear that the millions of immi- 
grants and refugees living in Europe should have rights 
as citizens too even if some of them are labeled as “il- 
legal”. 

In connection to the demonstration there were 
also a few civil disobedience actions. The action of the 
“white overalls” (influenced by the Italian tradition of 
“tutc bianchc”) was an effort to break through a riot 
police line using only protective equipment such as 
rubber tires, soft shields and helmets. It was a way to 
use disobedient bodies and minds in a non-violent but 
nevertheless organized and uncompromising manner. 
The choice of costume had a symbolic meaning: by 
wearing white overalls the participators made visible 
the people whose experiences arc officially invisible: 
the underpayed workers, the unemployed, the immi- 
grants etc. This choice of colour is also a way to say 
that the industrial, homogeneous proletariat is no more 
and simplistic ideologies arc dead — but that the so- 
cial struggle is alive nevertheless. The communique of 
the white overalls also underlined that the action was a 
way to show that the potential to break the ncolibcral 
project is in grass-roots action. 

As it was expected, the break through the police 
line didn’t quite succeed but it was not a fight for meters 
only, it was more importantly a fight for the produc- 
tion of countcnncanings. Unfortunately about 10 par- 
ticipators were arrested and some of the equipment was 
confiscated. In general, the police showed its true 
colours again by acting in a very paranoid and arbi- 
trary way through the whole day. Also most of the re- 
actions of the mainstream media were the usual: to 
mention that there was a small fight and keep silent 
about the functions and meanings of the actions. Any- 
way, “the party of the uninvited guests” itself was a 
success.

The independence day of Finland, December 6th, 
is traditionally a celebration of forced concensus and 
the power of those in the highest levels of the social 
hierarchy. An aspect of this celebration is the party for 
the “elite” in the president’s “castle” in the centre of 
the capital city, Helsinki. The main TV channels fol- 
low this party live and it is a great concern of the main- 
stream press to wonder whose dress was the most glam- 
orous. In this concensus “independence” equals the 
strengthened power of the financial and political elite 
— whoever is not humble in front of this ridiculous 
spectacle is a suspect of betrayal, someone who is not 
respecting the blood sacrifices of the second world war 
(when Finland — an ally of Germany — was in war 
with the Soviet Union). 

In the shadow of this official and forced “one 
will” there has been established another kind of tradi- 
tion during the recent years. This tradition is called 
“the party of uninvited guests”. On December 6th 2000, 
about 1000 people participated in this celebration which 
consisted of a demonstration and a “citizens’ market- 
place” in front of the president’s castle including mu- 
sic, food, dancing and speeches. Most of the participa- 
tors were from Helsinki, but a lot of people also came 
from other parts of the country. Buses were rented from 
some of the main cities to make it easier to attend this 
event. The demonstration was a clear example of how 
the important social movements of today arc a multi- 
tude and not a centralist front. People; of many ages, 
races and opinions were present, but there was a com- 
mon understanding that the struggle against 
ncolibcralism is essential.

the underpayed workers, the unemployed, the immi- 
grants etc. This choice of colour is also a way to say 
that the industrial, homogeneous proletariat is no more 
and simplistic ideologies arc dead — but that the so- 
cial struggle is alive nevertheless. The communique of 
the white overalls also underlined that the action was a 
way to show that the potential to break the ncoliberal 
project is in grass-roots action. 

As it was expected, the break through the police 
line didn’t quite succeed but it was not a fight for meters 
only, it was more importantly a fight for the produc- 
tion of countcrmcanings. Unfortunately about 10 par- 
ticipators were arrested and some of the equipment was 
confiscated. Tn general, the police showed its true 
colours again by acting in a very paranoid and arbi- 
trary way through the whole day. Also most of the re- 
actions of the mainstream media were the usual: to 
mention that there was a small fight and keep silent 
about the functions and meanings of the actions. Any- 
way, “the party of the uninvited guests” itself was a 
success.

Skuld Update 


Here is an update on the situation of German State re - 
pression against punk label Skuld Releases. It was 
taken from a yet to be published interview done for a 
Spanish anarcho newspaper/zine. 

You've lately been the "news" inside the Punk commu- 
nity because of something more besides releasing 
good records through Skuld... I guess most of the 
people have already read articles about it, but we al- 
ways prefer first hand information. What happened with 
that legal problems and what do they exactly charge 
you with? How's your legal situation right now? Are 
you going to trial, if so, when? 

First of all I would have loved NOT to be the "news" 
especially this kind of "news!" The repression is stopped 
for the moment. My lawyer has arranged a deal with the 
state-attorney - a shitty deal in my opinion to be honest! As 
you might remember they were coming up with fou/ differ- 
ent charges against me. All of them being more or less 
ridiculous or let's say of minor importance. 

1st was tax evasion of DM 27.30. 

2nd was the use, the spreading & importing of goods 
showing signs of organizations that are illegal in Germany 
& against our "democratic" constitution. In short the use of 
swastikas... I think it's not really necessary to say that most 
of them were smashed ones, or to say at least in a clear 
antifascist context - the other ones referred to the police. 

3rd was that I supposedly broke copyright laws & 
this one is divided into two separate components one is 
the civil case aspect of it & the other component is that I 
also supposedly broke state law. I'm still in danger to get in 
legal trouble with Walt Disney, which could possibly end in 
a civil trial with minor chances to win the case. 

4th and last is the most ridiculous one - "§129a* = 
Advertisement & support of terrorist organisations" in form 
of 2 (!) 7"'s showing 2 little RAF-signs** (Broken / A global 
threat - Split 7") 

The deal I had to agree on says that instead of a trial 
I will receive an order of summary punishment of DM 2500 
they are going to keep & destroy all the records & booklets 
they've seized, but there will be no criminal record. None 
of the records will be illegal in Germany, but let’s face what 
is going to happen if I try and import some of those records 
again. 

The other option would have been to risk a criminal 
case in front of the "state defense court", with the threat of 
the state-attorney to come up with all the before mentioned 
charges, with the aim to get me at least convicted/fined for 
some minor bullshit which would have lead to the point 
where I have to pay 50% of the trial costs + the costs of my 


Report on the North American 
Anarchist Conference

On August 11-13 I went with friends to the North 
American Anarchist Conference (NAAC) in Los Angeles. 
The event was timed to occur just before the Democratic 
National Convention. Aside from Love and Rage Federa- 
tion conferences, this was the first national anarchist con- 
ference I attended since the 1 989 anarchist gathering in 
San Francisco. I went to check out the state of anarchist 
politics in the year 2000, at least on the Left Coast. Natu- 
rally, I expected a lot of political nonsense and silliness to 
go on (expectation met) but I also went in the hopes of 
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lawyer. I think everyone can imagine that this procedure 
would have lead to the end of Skuld, even if I would have 
won in some aspects. 

The whole stressful mess has ended now just as if 
nothing has happened, but leaving me with "debts" of ap- 
proximately DM 10000 (DM 8000 are covered by benefit 
money & donations) + a lot of further financial damage that 
can't be really counted, because this "damage" has to do 
with the fact that it took a bit of time to recover from the raid 
& to continue my work under circumstances you would even 
fear to think about. For example all my bookkeeping mate- 
rial got seized as well & I still haven't got it back!!. I have no 
clue if there are still people out there who owe me money 
from before the raid. Also for some time I had no idea how 
they are going to treat the records I export to non EEC- 
countries, because the law allows to check goods that leave 
the country as well. Therefore my records weren't really 
available in the USA for quite a while. 

On top of this whole bullshit I have no legal security 
concerning the use of antifascist symbols in form of 
smashed swastikas in the future. 

As you might have already realized, my position is 
not really strong. In the end I have learned more about our 
legal system, how it works especially, hopefully I'm more 
clever next time. 

'This was a main tool of the systems repression against left-wing 
groups, because being confronted with this paragraph you loose 
the right to remain silent. (Only less than 5% of the people/groups 
being confronted with it got convicted or fined in the end). Nowa- 
days they’ve major problems to get through with it, because all the 
’’bigger'' guerrilla groups called it quits some years back! 

“Biggest Guerrilla-group in Germany from the 70's / 80's - now 
self proclaimed to be disbanded. 

Isn't that weird that one of the charges they force upon 
you is the use of anti-constitutional symbols (like swas- 
tikas), when it is perfectly clear that the use of these 
symbols were in an antifascist intention and context? 
Is this a government's strategy to criminalize the Ger- 
man antifascist movement in a whole? Do they use the 
same forces to charge against the German extreme 
right wing? What about these labels/distros inside Ger- 
many self proclaimed as "nazi rock"?? 

It is weird indeed, but only if you look at it from a distance. 
They're only following their own rules and logic. If you take 
a closer look on German history, you soon will find out that 
Germany has no democratic tradition, whatsoever. After 
the World War One and the monarchy in Germany came to 
an end, this country went through a period which is nowa- 
days called the "Republic of Weimar" (Weimarer Republik) 
Since the end of World War Two this period of time has 
been used by our rulers as a really bad example of democ- 
racy, because all kinds of political parties of that time like 


ditioned and there were hardly any chairs. Given the 90 2 
heat, the presence of 200-400 bodies, and the fact that 
we couldn't turn on any of the fans because they were too 
loud, the joint turned into a smelly, dirty sweatbox real quick. 
It was hard to hear workshops in the main room because it 
also served as a main gathering point of the conference, 
with stalls lining the walls and people constantly milling 
around. The first workshop I attended, on "vision," had 
about 200+ people. Everyone broke into "small groups," 
but the din caused by 6-7 groups of 15-35 people each in 
a hot, cavernous room made it difficult to hear the person 
next to me, much less pay attention to what she was say- 
ing. It's hard to muster the energy to debate when you're 
hot and stinky and everyone else is, too. 

Another problem was that many people there obvi- 
ously had never learned how to conduct a political discus- 


Communists, Monarchists, Fascists, "Socialists" & 
Christdemocrats were represented in parliament. Due to 
their logic the country was for not ruleable for two reasons. 
First reason was that there was no percentage restriction; 
every vote got counted. Also, all of the little political parties 
had the chance to be represented in either government or 
opposition. The main reason was that a lot of those parties 
worked in favor of a completely different political order 
than democracy. Their conclusion says that this situation 
lead to a totalitarian regime, because two antidemocratic 
parties, the NSDAP (fascists) and the KPD (communists) 
used this situation to polarize parliament & the people on 
the streets... 

With the help of the bankers, key-industry, bourgeois, 
monarchistic influenced politicians & the street terror the 
NSDAP "won" the people & the elections to set up their 
regime in 1933. We all know that this ended in a major 
bloodbath called the 3rd REICH with Hitler as "Fuhrer" 
("leader") that didn't have last for the promised 1 000 years, 
but also 12 years were enough to destroy nearly an entire, 
vivid left-wing, antifascist, workers-dominated culture, ei- 
ther by "forcing" (repression) them out of the country, im- 
prisoning them and/or just plainly killing them. They weren't 
the only ones who were killed, but I guess this needs no 
further explanation. 

After Germany was liberated by the Allied forces, they 
wanted to make sure that Germany would never again re- 
gain power to play a bigger role in world economy and poli- 
tics (There were actually plans to change Germany into a 
country with no industry; only farming & related stuff should 
have been allowed... (Morgentau-plan)). This situation 
changed after the USA and the Soviet Union got in argu- 
ments in general, because they both were the main super- 
powers representing two opposing ideologies, but also 
about the future of how to rule Germany with a common 
standard. The so called "Cold War" broke loose. 

Germany was the "playground" of the Soviet Union 
& the "democratic free" world with it's main actor USA, be- 
cause through the middle of Germany went the frontier in 
between communism and capitalism. Their main interest 
was to set up their rule in the parts of the country they were 
dominating & make them as strong as possible (own cur- 
rencies, rearming, rebuilding of factories...) To fight their 
opponents by any means necessary (no armed conflict 
though). This lead to two autonomous Germanies - one 
part belonged to the communists & the other one belonged 
entirely to the capitalists. 

Our constitution was mainly set up by former bour- 
geois socialists or other democrats, but also some com- 
munists were involved who came back from other coun- 
tries they've escaped to, or much worse by former Nazi- 
politicians. This was the tribute they paid to make the west- 
ern part of Germany "strong" again. (I think I should men- 
tion here that a lot of liberal or left wing intellectuals ra-

Critique, strategy, vision 

Any revolutionary tendency needs three things. It 
needs a critique of this society and how it functions: its 
central characteristics (e.g. capitalism, civilization, colo- 
nialism, corporations/globalization, patriarchy, white su- 
premacy), what’s wrong with it, and its central weaknesses 
that can be exploited. It also needs a vision of the kind of 
world we want to live in and are willing to fight for. Finally, 
it needs strategy, a plan for getting from this hell to a heaven 


fused to come back and some of them who returned soon 
found out that their opinions are getting as much hearing 
as during the 3rd Reich). Their main aim was to set up a 
rule which makes it impossible for Fascism to raise it's ugly 
head again. In post-war Germany, no one outed him/her- 
self that he/she supported fascism in any way a few years 
back. 

Due to the fact that the so called "free" world feared 
nothing more than a communist world order at that time, it 
was also more than clear that any antidemocratic party or 
activity should be confronted with zero-tolerance. Soon you 
could find former Nazi-activists in all sectors of society, but 
mainly in the German Army (Bundeswehr), the jurisdiction, 
the (secret) police & parliament. They were the "special- 
ists" and still are. As a protection they invented a law that 
says that every existing political party has to submit to our 
"democratic" constitution to make sure that all the parties 
the voter has the right to choose are nothing else than demo- 
cratic due to the standards of the ruling class of course. 
Another law says that no party with less than 5% is allowed 
to be represented in either local or national government(s) 
- with the result that our political world is dominated by the 
same political parties for years. Their rule is established. I 
think that there's not much difference in a lot of so called 
western "Democracies" with a big emphasis on capitalism, 
but in some countries there's a lot of left wing tradition left. 

Now the circle is kind of closed. After the capitalist 
invasion of the east of Germany & a general decline of the 
so-called communist hemisphere worldwide, capitalism sees 
itself as the winner of this "competition". Since then capital- 
ism in Germany has no more reasons to keep up it's social 
components. Looking back it seems like that those social 
inventions were partly only propaganda to show the evil 
communist Germany how human and excellent capitalism 
is. Now "our" politicians are following (more strict than ever 
before) an Anti-Totalitarian doctrine - which means life for 
you is not too easy if you question "our" parliamentarian 
democracy. You will be treated as an "extremist", an en- 
emy of the state. 

For our system it doesn't really matter to which side 
you belong to, you're fucked. And due to our history a right 
wing crime weighs much less than a left wing crime. They 
would deny that, but their statistics are telling a completely 
different story. In Thuringen (area in Germany) they had 
counted 5000 right wing related crimes in 1999 & around 
156 so-called reported left wing activities in the same time. 
16 cops dealt with the right wing mess, while 9 took care 
about the left. It wouldn't have surprised me if it would have 
been the other way round. In Berlin twice as much money 
was spent to investigate the left, while the right wing crime 
statistics were much higher. I can go on with this sort of 
informations for (p)ages.

implodes). 

The lack of political argument and racial liberalism 
weren't the only problems with the conference, just the 
biggest ones.

On August 11-13 I went with friends to the North 
American Anarchist Conference (NAAC) in Los Angeles. 
The event was timed to occur just before the Democratic 
National Convention. Aside from Love and Rage Federa- 
tion conferences, this was the first national anarchist con- 
ference I attended since the 1 989 anarchist gathering in 
San Francisco. I went to check out the state of anarchist 
politics in the year 2000, at least on the Left Coast. Natu- 
rally, I expected a lot of political nonsense and silliness to 
go on (expectation met) but I also went in the hopes of 
finding a handful of people interested in talking about start- 
ing an organization structured similar to Love and Rage 
but based on new abolitionist politics, either by recruiting 
folks into the New Abolitionist Society or by starting a 
closely related body. Unfortunately, I thought the confer- 
ence overall was unsuccessful in developing anarchist 
politics into the 21 st century, and I see little growth, in terms 
of numbers and ideas, within the anarchist ranks. 

Who was (and wasn't) there 

At the peak of the conference, on Friday, there were prob- 
ably about 300-400 people in attendance. The numbers 
declined on each following day, so that by Sunday there 
were only about 150-200 there. The crowd was over 90 
percent white, 60+ percent male, and probably 80 percent 
of the attendees were 25 or younger. In three days I 
counted four Black people present, one of whom was work- 
ing security. There was a smattering of Asian and Chicano 
and Indian folks. The dominant subculture was clearly 
punk rock. There was plenty of congratulatory talk about 
how the anarchist movement is growing, but if this is true it 
seems to be drawing people largely from the same demo- 
graphic group it has been for twenty years. 

Politically, the only really prominent tendency was 
primitivism, backed by author John Zerzan and some other 
Eugene, Oregon, anarchists. Primitivism argues that civi- 
lization lies at the heart of humanity's downfall, so free- 
dom requires going back to the hunting-gathering days by 
smashing technology and disrupting the system. Other 
attendees argued that the backbone of oppression is the 
system of hierarchy, thus anarchism is a movement against 
hierarchy. These tendencies were combined with a mish- 
mash of environmentalism and leftist sympathies. 

Workshops included such topics as the situation in 
Colombia, primitivism, EZLN, black bloc tactics, Copwatch, 
animal rights, and a variety of panels on anarchism. There

Isn't that weird that one of the charges they force upon 
you is the use of anti-constitutional symbols (like swas- 
tikas), when it is perfectly clear that the use of these 
symbols were in an antifascist intention and context? 
Is this a government's strategy to criminalize the Ger- 
man antifascist movement in a whole? Do they use the 
same forces to charge against the German extreme 
right wing? What about these labels/distros inside Ger- 
many self proclaimed as "nazi rock"?? 

It is weird indeed, but only if you look at it from a distance. 
They're only following their own rules and logic. If you take 
a closer look on German history, you soon will find out that 
Germany has no democratic tradition, whatsoever. After 
the World War One and the monarchy in Germany came to 
an end, this country went through a period which is nowa- 
days called the "Republic of Weimar" (Weimarer Republik) 
Since the end of World War Two this period of time has 
been used by our rulers as a really bad example of democ- 
racy, because all kinds of political parties of that time like 


ditioned and there were hardly any chairs. Given the 90 9 
heat, the presence of 200-400 bodies, and the fact that 
we couldn't turn on any of the fans because they were too 
loud, the joint turned into a smelly, dirty sweatbox real quick. 
It was hard to hear workshops in the main room because it 
also served as a main gathering point of the conference, 
with stalls lining the walls and people constantly milling 
around. The first workshop I attended, on "vision," had 
about 200+ people. Everyone broke into "small groups," 
but the din caused by 6-7 groups of 15-35 people each in 
a hot, cavernous room made it difficult to hear the person 
next to me, much less pay attention to what she was say- 
ing. It's hard to muster the energy to debate when you're 
hot and stinky and everyone else is, too. 

Another problem was that many people there obvi- 
ously had never learned how to conduct a political discus- 
sion. Some workshops lacked facilitators (due to fears of 
hierarchy, I presume). Some people apparently didn't be- 
lieve in taking their turn to speak, and many men obvi- 
ously felt comfortable speaking often and for long periods 
of time. 

The biggest problem, however, was the tendency to 
act as if anarchists had little to argue about. Many people 
assumed that being an anarchist automatically makes you 
politically down with other anarchists and that any differ- 
ences can be worked out. As a result, many comments 
during workshops overemphasized the similarities among 
various positions rather than spelling out the differences. 
For example, on the first day I attended a discussion on 
"racial issues." Time and again during the discussion, a 
person would make a comment, then she would get upset 
by another person's interpretation of it and quickly raise 
her hand again in order to "clarify" her position. The "clari- 
fication" was inevitably an attempt to show that there was 
really no disagreement after all. 

As the facilitator of the discussion, I noticed what I 
took to be two fairly clear differences of opinion on the 
significance of race and fighting white supremacy for an- 
archist politics. One set of arguments seemed to be say- 
ing that anarchists must fight racism, but that racism is 
one form of hierarchy among many, thus it should be fought 
in the context of fighting hierarchy in general. Another set 
of arguments seemed to be saying that while of course we 
are opposed to all forms of oppression, white supremacy 
has been the glue that has kept capitalism in the United 
States together, so it is of strategic interest to concentrate 
our energies on attacking it, which will then clear the decks 
to fight all other oppressions. But when I tried to distin- 
guish between these two positions as the facilitator to move 
the discussion forward, many accused me of making a 
"false dichotomy." This happened over and over again at 
the conference. The result was that few clear lines were 


powers representing two opposing ideologies, but also 
about the future of how to rule Germany with a common 
standard. The so called "Cold War" broke loose. 

Germany was the "playground" of the Soviet Union 
& the "democratic free" world with it's main actor USA, be- 
cause through the middle of Germany went the frontier in 
between communism and capitalism. Their main interest 
was to set up their rule in the parts of the country they were 
dominating & make them as strong as possible (own cur- 
rencies, rearming, rebuilding of factories...) To fight their 
opponents by any means necessary (no armed conflict 
though). This lead to two autonomous Germanies - one 
part belonged to the communists & the other one belonged 
entirely to the capitalists. 

Our constitution was mainly set up by former bour- 
geois socialists or other democrats, but also some com- 
munists were involved who came back from other coun- 
tries they've escaped to, or much worse by former Nazi- 
politicians. This was the tribute they paid to make the west- 
ern part of Germany "strong" again. (I think I should men- 
tion here that a lot of liberal or left wing intellectuals ra- 


tion that he was going to shift his political work in order to 
change this dismal situation. If anyone wonders why 
Sunday's demonstration for Mumia Abu-Jamal was filled 
with Black people, Chicanos, Asians, American Indians, 
and others but the anarchist conference was so white, the 
answer starts here. 

Critique, strategy, vision 

Any revolutionary tendency needs three things. It 
needs a critique of this society and how it functions: its 
central characteristics (e.g. capitalism, civilization, colo- 
nialism, corporations/globalization, patriarchy, white su- 
premacy), what's wrong with it, and its central weaknesses 
that can be exploited. It also needs a vision of the kind of 
world we want to live in and are willing to fight for. Finally, 
it needs strategy, a plan for getting from this hell to a heaven 
on earth. I assumed the conference organizers convened 
the conference to discuss these three things. (The flier for 
the event stated that "The primary focus of the conference 
will be the advancement of anarchism as a political theory/ 
ideology/practice, and the analysis and evaluation of the 
current state of anarchism as a viable political theory and 
practice.") Certainly, that's why I attended. Unfortunately, 
these three things were scarcely discussed. The lack of 
political discussion meant that there was little substantive 
debate about the various ways in which anarchists criti- 
cize this world, imagine a free one, and organize to get 
there. The racial liberalism of many of the participants 
meant that whatever critique, vision, and strategy did ex- 
ist, it holds little hope for building a credible anarchist move- 
ment. I'm in no way a primitivist, but to their credit they 
were the only visible presence at the conference with a 
coherent critique of this society (civilization's to blame for 
our unfreedom), a vision of a free world (back to the Stone 
Age!), and a strategy to get there (fuck shit up until the 
megamachine 


communist Germany how human and excellent capitalism 
is. Now “our" politicians are following (more strict than ever 
before) an Anti-Totalitarian doctrine - which means life for 
you is not too easy if you question "our" parliamentarian 
democracy. You will be treated as an "extremist", an en- 
emy of the state. 

For our system it doesn't really matter to which side 
you belong to, you're fucked. And due to our history a right 
wing crime weighs much less than a left wing crime. They 
would deny that, but their statistics are telling a completely 
different story. In Thiiringen (area in Germany) they had 
counted 5000 right wing related crimes in 1999 & around 
1 56 so-called reported left wing activities in the same time. 
16 cops dealt with the right wing mess, while 9 took care 
about the left. It wouldn't have surprised me if it would have 
been the other way round. In Berlin twice as much money 
was spent to investigate the left, while the right wing crime 
statistics were much higher. I can go on with this sort of 
informations for (p)ages.

implodes). 

The lack of political argument and racial liberalism 
weren't the only problems with the conference, just the 
biggest ones. There was also an acute lack of a class 
analysis, outside generalized condemnation of capitalism. 
Workshops were filled with anti-civilization rhetoric and 
there was far too much emphasis on black blocs and "mili- 
tant tactics," which apparently serve as a substitute for 
strategy for many anarchists. Great silliness abounded in 
an effort to prove one's militancy. Some folks, for example, 
wore masks during the entire conference! 

As a former member of Love and Rage and a cur- 
rent member of the New Abolitionist Society, I expected 
the conference to be filled with about ninety percent stuff I 
had no interest in, but the remaining ten percent worth- 
while. Unfortunately, even these low expectations were 
not met. There were some serious, intelligent people at 
the gathering, people who I hope to have the chance to 
speak to again soon and hopefully work with. But overall, 
the NAAC was much worse than the San Francisco gath- 
ering I attended in 1989, and the state of the anarchist 
scene is little advanced from those days, with the excep- 
tion that the riots in Seattle have made many anarchists 
more arrogant about their prowess than eleven years ago. 

We face two futures. One is "business as usual," 
which gets more and more frightening and horrible each 
day. The other is a world brimming with new possibilities, 
perhaps tending toward freedom, perhaps not, depending 
on who takes control of it. For we anarchists who are 
committed to a new world, we need to correct the prob- 
lems that plagued the NAAC if anarchism is to have any 
influence on the shape of the future.

There 
was also a panel on Saturday that was supposed to con- 
sist of John Zerzan, Michael Albert (of Z Magazine), and 
Michael Novick (of Turning the Tide), but the two Michaels 
couldn't make it, so the conference organizers replaced 
them with about nine people from various political posi- 
tions, including Zerzan. 

Where was the political discussion? 

Above all, the conference was characterized by an 
almost total lack of political discussion. You'd think that if 
you put a bunch of primitivists, anarcho-syndicalists, left- 
anarchists, curiosity seekers and the obligatory sprinkle of 
nutters in the same room you'd end up with a raucous, 
quarreling, maybe even bloody mess. No such luck. In- 
stead, there was little sustained debate, a refusal to draw 
clear lines of differences, and a near-complete lack of any 
debate over revolutionary strategy. Hell, there was scarcely 
even any discussion of what anarchism is. The closest 
the conference came to it was a "What is anarchy to you?" 
graffiti wall, which produced nuggets of wisdom such as 
"tofu hot dogs" and "tolerance of everyone." Even the nine- 
person panel produced hardly a ripple, except toward the 
end when Zerzan denounced the "leftism" of some of the 
panelists and Chris Crass responded in kind. 

There were several reasons for the lack of substan- 
tive debate. For one, the location was not conducive to 
serious discussion. The conference was held in a ware- 
house that frequently holds raves. It had one large room 
that could fit 200-300 people, a small front room, a loft, 
and an uncovered backj)atio. Thp place was not air con- - 


sion. Some workshops lacked facilitators (due to fears of 
hierarchy, I presume). Some people apparently didn't be- 
lieve in taking their turn to speak, and many men obvi- 
ously felt comfortable speaking often and for long periods 
of time.

The result was that few clear lines were 
drawn and distinct political positions were glommed to- 
gether with keywords, such as "mutual aid" and "au- 
tonomy," that were frequently used (often to great applause) 
but rarely defined. 

Radical liberals 

It never ceases to amaze me that people who can 
be so radical in their thinking as to question hierarchy, 
anthropocentrism, and civilization itself can be so damn 
liberal when it comes to race. Throughout the conference 
most white anarchists seemed to have little idea as to the 
function of white supremacy in American society and even 
less of an inkling of what to do about it. Everyone agreed 
that racism is bad and that it must end, but when pushed 
on what to do about it, liberalism reigned. Many white 
participants in the "racial issues" discussion literally talked 
about how radical it was to have Black friends and how 
important it is to be tolerant. Others felt race wasn't their 
issue because they "don't understand their [people of 
color's] perspective," as if white privilege hadn't affected 
every aspect of their lives. One white woman prefaced 
her comments by saying she wasn't racist, then went on 
to complain how all the Blacks in her neighborhood are 
racist against her and how terrible it was. 

No white anarchist, with the exception of Copwatch 
members from Phoenix and some people doing prisoner 
support, were involved in any sort of work that could be 
remotely described as fighting white supremacy - not even 
anti-nazi stuff — and no white anarchist gave any indica-

I wrote you a while back about 
how me and a bunch of my crew have been subject to 
harrassment , ruffing up, and even beatings from the 
local pig patrol .

On Oct. 7th 2000, Norwich CT, I was drinkin* up at 
my bro Sal's, it was me and about 7 or 8 other punx ,Sal 
had to work early so he kicked us out. We then walked 
to.a local park we were with our two friends we just met 
from New York around the town showin' them where we 
hang out. When we got to the park it was around 1 :30 
am. Leech and I left the park. I made a phone call while 
he bought cigarettes. I walked back when I crossed the 
road a pig passed me and saw the rest of them in the 
park, he pulled in and immediately walked up to Pat 
and started harassing him and proceeded to arrest him 
without charging him with anything. By this time another 
cruiser drove by pulled in, saw a disturbance and called 
for backup. I approached the second officer demanding 
to why my friend had been arrested. I was told I was 
interfering and to leave. I then stated my right to ob- 
serve an arrest. For the next few moments we argued, 
he got loud, then I did. I stated that the arrest was fas- 
cist pig bullshit then 4 pigs proceeded beat the living 
shit outta me.

My friend Leech, who was arrested before me, pro- 
ceeded to kick out the back window of the cruiser he 
was in and was also pepper sprayed. I screamed at the 
bastards for a while and they dragged me to the cruiser 
over the glass Leech broke and I was bleedin' all over 
the place.

An open letter to the punks of Lodz and Poland, 

As you probably know (or have heard from some- 
one by now) that both DYSTOPIA and CORRUPTED 
missed our show in Lodz a few weeks ago. We wanted 
very badly to play in Poland and see all you folks again 
but unfortunately it didn't happen. 

Our good friend Andre from Leipzig booked this 
part of the tour and originally booked the show in a town 
called Zelona Gora (? i can't spell this right). Later people 
from Lodz decided to move the show to Lodz (without 
asking Andre if it was ok) instead of Zelona Gora. I'm 
sure Lodz is a much bigger place to play then Zelona 





Gora but it was also much further away (about 8 hours 
further we were told). We were also told that the only 
we we could make it to the show is if we played in Czech, 
left immediately after the show, played in Lodz, then 
leave immediately after this show to drive to Berlin for 
the next show. Many people told us this drive would be 
almost impossible unless we had 2 days off or other 
shows in Poland along the way. Dystopia could only 
tour for 5 weeks this time (and Corrupted only 2 weeks) 
so we tried to play as many countries as we could in this 
time. 

Everything went wrong during those few days... 
we were totally late to our show in Praha (arrived at 
midnight) and the guy who booked it screamed at us for 
HOURS. We also got stopped at the Czech border and 
held for 3 hours... first having us sit the van for the first 2 
and finally searching the van for the last hour. With all 
the bullshit we were all very sick and exhausted and it 
seemed like no one was willing to sit in the van for an- 
other 20 hours straight. Especially when we were told 
we might not even, be able to make it on time. Obr van 
was very slow, maybe this drive would've been possible 
in a different van but we always were late to gigs on this 
tour. It would've worked out better if the show was still 
in Zelona Gora and I wish someone would've talked to 
Andre about this before they changed it. I don't know 
who is to blame for all this trouble and at this point it 
doesn't matter. 

We've have heard alot of people in Poland were 
very mad and upset about this. We also heard stories 
of the promoter of this gig getting beat up because we 
did not come to the show. So i want to truly apologize to 
you all now from both DYSTOPIA and CORRUPTED. 
We were really upset about this too and I hope you can 
understand how we feel. 

So please give a big SORRY to anyone you know 
that went to this gig for us or helped organize this show.

From a Wanted Black Block Anarchist 
Communique #1 

On Monday, August first, during the Republican 
National Convention, in the city of Philadelphia, I was 
arrested along with one other brother in a preemptive 
strike ostensibly aimed at those, like myself, who in- 
tended to protest the U.S. social/political system through 
means of direct and uncompromising action later that 
day. 

While walking down the sidewalk in downtown, we 
were surrounded by 10 to 15 bike cops and soon after 
put into custody at the "Roundhouse" jail complex. This 
all occurred an hour and a half prior to any known acts 
of civil disobedience, street fighting, corporate/private 
property destruction or legal demonstrations. 

At the Roundhouse I was charged with 1.) Pos- 
sessions of instruments of crime and 2.) Possession of 
instruments of crime, conspiracy. My bail was eventu- 
ally set at $10,000 (sob) and on Wednesday, August 
third I was turned out pending further court hearings 
despite the fact that I refused to sign my release forms.

By the 
time this communique is made public, I will already have 
refused to appear and a bench warrant will have been 
issues for my arrest.

Extreme rises in 
housing, gas and energy costs are nailing the people who 
live paycheck to paycheck. But society as a whole has 
run out of patience for the lower classes and dismantled 
most of the social safety net. Besides, how can anyone 
be needy in a time of "unequaled prosperity" right? Long 
ago I wrote a column for this magazine about the "iron 
law of wages" and the minimum wage in America. The 
current boorp, like that of the robber baron years, is based 
in a great part on the unheralded and under paid work of 
the millions of workers at the bottom of the system. Indeed, 
the great amount of wealth that has accumulated at the 
top of the system is in a large part extracted from the labor 
and resources of the worlds laboring classes in exchange 
for the tiniest amount of compensation. Is this starting to 
sound like an anarchist broadside from the early 20th 
century? Well, perhaps nothing much has changed. Or 
even worse, after some progress for working people in 
the middle of the 20th century we are back to the way 
things were at the beginning. A few really, really rich people 


who came and broke things up. A few weeks after this 
incident I walked out of my house to some crackheads 
and a pimp beating a pregnant hooker. I asked the nicely 
to "take it somewhere else." When I returned a few minutes 
later they were still there and I told them again to leave. 
Hot words were exchanged and I insulted one of the 
crackhead's honor. We proceeded to have a full on fistfight 
right on the corner at 10 am on a Saturday in front of God 
the neighbors and everybody. I held my own in this fight 
and the crackhead took off. One of the neighbors came 
over to tell me he had called the cops when a bottle 
crashed over the back of my head. The crackhead I had 
fought to a draw had acquired a bicycle, ridden up behind 
me an cracked a bottle over my head. I gave chase, but 
one of his buddies popped me in the face. I was too 
demoralized and dazed to pursue it and walked back home 
to wait for the cops. The cops of course did nothing, the 
one thing they are really good at when it comes to working 
class people being victimized. At this point I was sick of 
the whole situation. I considered moving, but I couldn't 
get much for this place if I sold it, definitely not enough to 
relocate into an area any much better. So I decided I was 
going to put my radical rhetoric where my mouth was and 
try to fight for change in the community. 

First, up went new motion detecting lights, steel 
doors, video camera system, alarm system, and a fence. 
Security was tight around here before, now it's really tight. 
I pity the fool that ever tries to break in here again. I started 
to look for organizations that were working in the area. 
ACORN was a group I'd volunteered for as a teenager in 
DC. I attended a few of their meetings but found them to 
be long on rhetoric of victimization but short on results. I 
know ACORN has been really effective in some areas, 
but not in the Phillips neighborhood. I also have a weak 
stomach for "career radicals" who want you to go to jail 
and contribute money, but never seem to pony up and get 
arrested themselves. Most of the other organizations 
seemed totally bogus with the exception of the city 
sanctioned Neighborhood Organization. If you are like 
me you were reading MRR instead of paying attention 
during 9th grade civics class, but here I will explain it simply. 
Minneapolis has at strong City Council-Weak Mayor type 
system. The city council acts on most areas of city wide 
and metro wide policy. When it comes to local issues each 
city council member largely relies on the local 
Neighborhood Organizations. These organizations are 
made up of local residents who vote on issues such as 
zoning, licenses, and larger development and 
transportation issues. Each organization typically has a 
few paid staff people and some volunteers. In the city of 
Minneapolis there was a feeling that the city government 
had spent all of its money and focus on downtown and 
neglected the neighborhoods during the 60’s and 70’s at 
precisely the same time that the fabric of the inner city 
started to unravel. In the 80's it was decided to shift to 
giving some money termed Neighborhood Redevelopment 
Programs to the neighborhood organizations to spend. 
This money could be spent on housing, transportation, 
parks etc. to improve each neighborhood. When this 
money came into the Phillips Neighborhood in the mid 
90's it went straight into the pockets of corrupt officials 
and their cronies. After the situation simmered for a year 
or two the state government stepped in and dissolved the 
organization. What funds were left were frozen. The 
neighborhood organization for Phillips was broken up into 
four regions. East Phillips where I live, is probably the 
worst. East Phillips has super high crime, poverty, several 
polluting industries, a toxic waste site, and a lot of serious 
housing, environmental and transportation issues. 


have changed quite a bit. There is a tradition to make 
heroes out of outlaws, Jesse James, Pretty Boy Floyd, or 
Bonny and Clyde all come to mind. Historian Eric 
Hobsbawm wrote a book Bandits (Dell, 1969), in which 
he promulgated the idea of the "social bandit" who rebelled 
through outlawry, stole from the rich and gave to the poor. 
I've always thrilled to tales of bank robbers, smugglers 
and other criminals who outwitted the system. (Lets not 
forget the Bonnot Gang) But the drug and prostitution 
gangs who function in most inner city ghettos are some of 
the lowest scum of the earth. This is a class of people 
who would screw over, sell out or kill anyone to enrich 
themselves. After seeing first hand the misery and 
oppression that drug dealing have wracked on the people 
of this neighborhood I have no more sympathy for liberal 
v apologists for these anti-social criminals.

Let me give you my number one piece of advice for 
dealing with any child custody or support situation: Stay 
the hell out of court. After all, you had the kid without the 
court butting in, why should you let them dictate to you 
now?

But such an 
argument is too simplistic, we forget the huge middle 
classes of the USA, Europe and Japan. Still, in a global 
perspective there has been very little real progress towards 
social equality in the last 100 years outside Western 
Europe. 

I've written before about life in Phillips, the Ghetto 
area of Minneapolis. I bought a run down commercial 
building here in 1 994 where I live and run my record label. 
This summer was pretty crazy on the streets around fort 
Havoc and made me take some steps that I still have to 
question. For years the area around my house has been 
the de facto Red Light District for-Minneapolis. This is the 
area middle class suburban types drive through looking 
for drugs and prostitutes. As I've said before, I can't stand 
the robbers and I can't stand the cops. The working class 
is squeezed in a vice between the oppressive forces of 
the police, law and order on one side and the gangster, 
pimp and crackhead on the other. In mostly white 
Minnesota this is only the area where whites are the 
minority. The average income in Phillips is about $10,000 
a year during this "period of unequaled prosperity." The 
main sources of income are drug sales, prostitution, public 
assistance and low wage service jobs. Recently a flood of 
immigrants from Latin America and East Africa have moved 
into the neighborhood. While Code 13 was on tour in the 
Philippines my truck was parked behind our bassists place, 
a block away from fort Havoc. Shane called home to learn 
that the truck had been stolen. It w^s recovered a few 
days later totally stripped. It was no hot rod, an *84 K5 
Blazer, but I had sunk a lot of money into it and it was my 
main transportation. In the five years I drove that truck I 
put about 5,000$ worth of parts and work into it and in the 
end sold it for about 400$ for what parts were left after it 
was stripped. When I came back to the ghetto I had to ask

In walks Felix Havoc to the monthly East Phillips 
Improvement Coalition meetings. At first I just observed, 
but soon realized that "democracy belongs to the people 
who show up." Indeed, very few people show up to these 
meetings at all. Those who do are primarily women in their 
50's, almost all of them are re-treaded 60's activists. Just 
by virtue of showing up every month and volunteering to 
be on the housing committee, I was elected a 
representative and given voting rights on the board, (or 
something like that, I never have read the bylaws). I very 
soon found myself, anarchist punk rocker, at a table with 
five other people trying to figure out how to spend the 
remaining $750,000 of government funds to improve the 
East Phillips neighborhood. 

I had some serious reservations about working 
within the system. But I'd like to think that I’m practicing 
what some activists call "radical municipalism" and trying 
to organize real grass roots alternatives in a largely 
disenfranchised working class ghetto. I serve on the 
housing committee, which is serious business in this town 
right now. In this capacity I have to deal with the city 
machine and the police, which I really can't stand and try 
to leave to other people to deal with. Minneapolis is 
undergoing a huge shortage of housing of all types, but 
most seriously affordable housings. There has been a 
stellar increase in property values, the average home in 
Minneapolis has doubled in value in the last 5 years. 
Accordingly rents have skyrocketed, the average rent on 
a two bedroom apartment metro wide is $850 a month. 
For the last ten years the city was boarding up and tearing 
down houses at a rate of about 600 a year. With the 
housing crunch this has dropped to about 40 a year. But 
the result is a lot of vacant land in the inner city. This vacant 
land is now economical to develop with new housing. I'm 
helping to get affordable new houses built on many of these

Let me give you my number one piece of advice for 
dealing with any child custody or support situation: Stay 
the hell out of court. After all, you had the kid without the 
court butting in, why should you let them dictate to you 
now? Even if you are the one that stands to win in court 
you still will end up losing. The only ones who win are 
the attorneys, because they get paid no matter what. 

An example: my ex has no job, and therefore no 
income other than her student loan money and the money 
that is given to her by various relatives. Ever since she 
had left, I had been giving her money and food on a fairly 
regular basis, even though our son was actually spend- 
ing more time with me. She, at her parents encourage- 
ment, decided to take me to court to sue for support. As 
soon as I received the notice, I quit giving her money. 
(Her saved money was enough to take care of our child, 
besides, I reasoned that if she had money for an attor- 
ney, she had more than me.) After all, when we got to 
court I wouldnt get credit for the money that I had given 
her before court. Ultimately, she ended up getting about 
$100 a month more than I had been giving her. How- 
ever, she had to pay lawyers fees and court costs, which 
I estimate to be somewhere in the area of two thousand 
dollars. It will take her about two years before she really 
has more money coming in that what I was giving her. 
Not only that, but before I was glad to give her money to 
try to help her. Now, I resent it. This has made already 
strained relations much worse. I opted to have her money 
taken automatically out of my paycheck to minimize 
hassle on my part. Now the government being a para- 
gon of inefficiency has started taking it out, but has not 
sent it on to my ex as they should have. I cannot give 
her money without going through the government now, 
as I will not be credited if I do, and I can get in serious 
trouble if I do not have my obligation taken care of through 
the state. 

Obviously these matters.still need to be dealt with, 
so I suggest doing what is called a consent decree. This 
can be done outside court, through one lawyer, because 
the two of you are working towards a common goal, not 
fighting each other. It is a document where the support 
obligation is outlined, and is as binding as any document 
done through a court. Obviously the best situation is 
where no documents are needed, because you and your 
ex have enough trust that it can be dealt with between 
the two of you alone. Also, if one parent refuses to coop- 
erate than a court may be needed to enforce the paren- 
tal obligation, but I am suggesting that it be done as a 
last resort.

things were at the beginning. A few really, really rich people 
at the top with the masses toiling below. But such an 
argument is too simplistic, we forget the huge middle 
classes of the USA, Europe and Japan. Still, in a global 
perspective there has been very little real progress towards 
social equality in the last 100 years outside Western 
Europe. 

I've written before about life in Phillips, the Ghetto 
area of Minneapolis. I bought a run down commercial 
building here in 1 994 where I live and run my record label. 
This summer was pretty crazy on the streets around fort 
Havoc and made me take some steps that I still have to 
question. For years the area around my house has been 
the de facto Red Light District for-Minneapolis. This is the 
area middle class suburban types drive through looking 
for drugs and prostitutes. As I've said before, I can't stand 
the robbers and I can't stand the cops. The working class 
is squeezed in’ a vice between the oppressive forces of 
the police, law and order on one side and the gangster, 
pimp and crackhead on the other. In mostly white 
Minnesota this is only the area where whites are the 
minority. The average income in Phillips is about $10,000 
a year during this "period of unequaled prosperity." The 
main sources of income are drug sales, prostitution, public 
assistance and low wage service jobs. Recently a flood of 
immigrants from Latin America and East Africa have moved 
into the neighborhood. While Code 13 was on tour in the 
Philippines my truck was parked behind our bassists place, 
a block away from fort Havoc. Shane called home to learn 
that the truck had been stolen. It was recovered a few 
days later totally stripped. It was no hot rod, an '84 K5 
Blazer, but I had sunk a lot of money into it and it was my 
main transportation. In the five years I drove that truck I 
put about 5,000$ worth of parts and work into it and in the 
end sold it for about 400$ for what parts were left after it 
was stripped. When I came back to the ghetto I had to ask 
myself, why do I continue to accept this bullshit state of 
affairs? Every day there would be a mob of crackheads 
hanging around on the corner in front of my house. They 
harassed the punks and were especially harsh with the 
womenfolk. People in the area kept having their homes 
and cars broken into and muggings on the street are all 
too common. And there is the constant gunfire. Drug deals 
gone bad, and macho thugs trying to make a point by 
blasting their weapon off at nothing in particular. When I 
painted the house last summer I dug a .45 slug out of the 
window trim. One day shoveling the snow I found a .32 
automatic where a shooter had dropped it. I once got 
caught in a cross fire while walking my dog. Don’t get me 
wrong here, I'm one of the most pro-gun people around, 
but the situation around here had gotten pretty out of hand. 
A degenerate scumbag looking for a hooker ran the stop 
sign out front and smashed into another car. In the resulting 
accident, a car was pushed literally right through the front 
door of my house. The asshole who caused the accident 
got off with a $50 fine. My insurance company hung me 
out to dry, and I'm still trying to sue the driver for the 
damage to my house. While I was working on the place 
fixing the damage from the accident I left a ladder up 
against the side of the building. I came out of the garage 
to catch a couple of local drug addicts trying to climb up 
the ladder and rob the place. I kicked the ladder out from 
one and proceeded to stomp him, when his buddies 
showed up and started ratpacking me. Ironically, it was 
some of the gang bangers selling drugs on the corner 
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housing, environmental and transportation issues. 

In walks Felix Havoc to the monthly East Phillips 
Improvement Coalition meetings. At first I just observed, 
but soon realized that "democracy belongs to the people 
who show up." Indeed, very few people show up to these 
meetings at all. Those who do are primarily women in their 
50’s, almost all of them are re-treaded 60's activists. Just 
by virtue of showing up every month and volunteering to 
be on the housing committee, I was elected a 
representative and given voting rights on the board, (or 
something like that, I never have read the bylaws). I very 
soon found myself, anarchist punk rocker, at a table with 
five other people trying to figure out how to spend the 
remaining $750,000 of government funds to improve the 
East Phillips neighborhood. 

I had some serious reservations about working 
within the system. But I'd like to think that I'm practicing 
what some activists call "radical municipalism" and trying 
to organize real grass roots alternatives in a largely 
disenfranchised working class ghetto. I serve on the 
housing committee, which is serious business in this town 
right now. In this capacity I have to deal with the city 
machine and the police, which I really can't stand and try 
to leave to other people to deal with. Minneapolis is 
undergoing a huge shortage of housing of all types, but 
most seriously affordable housings. There has been a 
stellar increase in property values, the average home in 
Minneapolis has doubled in value in the last 5 years. 
Accordingly rents have skyrocketed, the average rent on 
a two bedroom apartment metro wide is $850 a month. 
For the last ten years the city was boarding up and tearing 
down houses at a rate of about 600 a year. With the 
housing crunch this has dropped to about 40 a year. But 
the result is a lot of vacant land in the inner city. This vacant 
land is now economical to develop with new housing. I'm 
helping to get affordable new houses built on many of these 
lots. Also there are still quite a few boarded buildings 
around which we have to decide to rehab or tear down. 
And lastly our neighborhood is under a lot of pressure 
from outside events. The city's light rail transit line will run 
through East Phillips and one of the stops is the site of a 
major proposed retail and housing development. Also, 
corporate developers have been moving into this area 
trying to buy up land to build strip malls and shitty housing, 
(one fly by night realty outfit tried to start putting trailer 
houses on vacant city lots). So here I sit in the basement 
of a church with a bunch of old hippie radicals trying to do 
battle with slumlords, drug dealers, big corporations and 
indifferent city officials. It's pretty hard for me to adjust to, 
but I actually feel like I'm making a difference. For all the 
slogans I shouted and patches I wore when I was younger 
I don't think I ever changed much. Here I'm helping with 
new houses built on vacant lots, boarded up houses being 
rehabbed and programs helping low income people buy 
or fix up houses. This might not be everyone's idea of 
radical activism. Short of a working class revolution I don't 
think I can do a whole lot about wider issues of poverty 
and injustice. But as a construction worker I can do 
something about housing, and around here, there is a 
housing crisis. 

One last thing.. In this magazine I used to sort of 
lionize the gangster as rebel fighting the fascist pigs. This 
was a pretty popular viewpoint around the time of the LA 
riots. After 7 years in a hardcore ghetto my viewpoints

l # can forgive the minor detail that it was me, not 
Neils, who fielded the call from Left Bank Books back in 
October of 1 998, but I will argue the point that we did spe- 
cifically ask everyone who owed PE to pay all of their 
debts by April of 1999. The first time was in a letter sent 
with the "Final Issue" in December of 1998.The scond 
was a follow up letter in April of 1999 to everyone who 
still had outstanding balances. I'm not saying that any- 
one at Left Bank is guilty of lying, but that there was obvi- 
ously a breakdown of communication either in transit to 
Left Bank or somewhere inside their organization. I know 
first hand that this shit happens and can be forgiven. 

In any case, I sincerely appreciate the fact that Left 
Bank came forward with this letter and some well-needed 
money. I also want to express my apologies for the half- 
cocked nature of my attack in the last issue. Left Bank, 
among several others, was erronously lumped in with a 




group of people who were deceitful, flaky, and/or down- 
right theives. By May of 1999 1 had pretty much stopped 
trying to collect old PE debts when it become apparent 
that I was spending more money on phone calls and let- 
ters than was coming in from outstanding debts. The 
whole PE debt collection thing just stopped and I started 
to look into ways to pay off the debts myself, which meant 
auctioning off my record collection and doing benefits. 
Basically I had just given up and figured if they hadn't 
paid up, then they probably never would. Looking back 
now I can see that I should have tried to follow up one 
last time before printing that list, or at least waited until 
this second new issue of PE to do so. Therefore, here is 
a list of people who have come forward to pay off their 
debts and should be stricken from last issue's Shitlist:

Since the publishing of last issue, a considerable 
amount of PE's outstanding debts have been*paid off. 
Almost all of this money has come from sales of PE's 
back catalog of records, the Aftermath benefit album, and 
out of my own pocket. There are a few record labels and 
publishers still owed by PE, although the number is greatly 
diminished, and we have now added back band royalties 
to the payments we are sending out. If you are still owed 
from PE, please be patient as the debt payment process 
only goes as fast as we can raise the funds or I can afford 
to give myself. If you are owed and haven't heard from 
us in a while, please get in touch, because I want to be 
sure everyone who is owed money is paid. 

II. The next part I have been agonizing about since 
the last issue was published. It is Pignose's response to 
the addendum attatched to my last column in regards to 
a disagreement over record royalties, something that has 
been an ongoing and unresolved issue. He was under- 
standably furious that I would publish details of our argu- 
ment in Profane Existence magazine. At the time I wrote 
it I was pissed off that this was such an ongoing issue 
and felt I needed to defend the former collective's reputa- 
tion publicly. In hindsight I wish I had left disagreement 
out of the pages of this magazine, but since this can of 
worms has been opened, I give you Pignose's reponse 
as well as answers to his questions: 

Motherfucker, 

Dan, My first question to you is what makes an is- 
sue between you and myself (not Assrash, not anyone 
else) subject to an open forum around the world. Do 
they care about a disagreement between us? No. Should 
anyone else care? No. Are you doing a zine or trying to 
clear your conscience? I was never accosting Mandy or 
yourself, merely questioning your business tactics and 
how you treat bands — especially ones who have broken 
up.

ceived. You didn't mention it in your letter, but you seem 
to believe the rumor that Mandy took money out of the 
Defense Fund to pay for a trip to Europe. That is a flat out 
slanderous lie, especially considering how tirelessly she 
(among many other PE members) worked to get people 
out of jail. 

5. ) This is where you are completely wrong, Pignose. All 
of the money raised in for the Defense Fund went directly 
to pay the bail bond company for those who could not 
post their own bail, either directly or indirectly. In the hur- 
ried effort to get people out of jail, many people put up 
collatoral such as car titles to get their friends and loved 
ones out of jail. To get those titles back, non-refundable 
cash amount had to be paid to the bail bond companies 
to the tune of 10% of the total bail (originally set at over 
$75,000) to cover the bond. There was also one person 
visiting from California among the arrested who's bail bond 
had to be paid cash out of the bail fund, since no one 
knew this person and would step forward with a car title. 
I can't remember the specifics, but this guys was in there 
a LOT longer than anyone else - almost 2 weeks. When 
all was said and done there was just enough money to 
get everyone out of jail and at that point the Defense Fund 
ceased to exist. 

The fact that people had to raise additional money 
on their own is, however sad, not our fault or responsibil- 
ity, nor was it ever. Myself, and several others involved 
with PE at the time, contributed our time as well as finan- 
cial and material resources to help raise money for the 
Defense Fund. More money could have been raised to 
help pay legal fees too, but the Defense Fund was never 
an instrument of Profane Existence Collective and the 
decision to end (or more appropriately, letting it fizzle out) 
it had NOTHING to do with us. To try to pin blame on PE 
for having to pay your own legal fees is completely hokey, 
ridiculous, and false. If you're going to remainh angry and 
bitter, then direct it towards those responsible for the whole 
incident in the first place: the Minneapolis Police and the 
State of Minnesota. 

6. ) The agreement between Assrash and Marauld for art- 
work was something the band had worked out on their 
own. I wasn't even made aware of the artwork until the 
record was actually already finished. I had stated that I 
thought we could include it as a poster in the repress of 
the LP, but that never happened before PE fell into hard 
times financially (which was explained thoroughly in both 
PE's #37 and #38). If I remember correctly, we actually 
brought some of your band copies of the records down to 
Extreme Noise and put them on consignment to pay 
Marauld. Painting it like Mandy took your money for the 
artwork is wrong. 

In closing, Pignose asks for bands/individuals to 
come forward who contributed to the Defense Fund and 
question where the money went. However, I challange 
Pignose to come forward with any evidence he has to 
support his indirect accusation that anyone at PE mis- 
used or misappropriated any of that money. 

I never questioned Pignose's “loyalty to the scene" 
in my last column, in fact my intent was to put to rest 
some troubling issues once and for all, This is not some 
sob story or means to clear a guilty conscience, but my 
way of owning up to my responsibilities towards the people 
I have worked with. I may have violated Pignose's trust 
and respect with my last column, but I think the line was 
crossed the other way a long time before I ever opened 
my mouth in this magazine. 



seemed his second nature yet so foreign to me. Where 
had the time escaped? When did we actually grow up?

I could only take it as a really taste- 
less joke at first, but seeing the stark white of her face 
said it all. This had really happened. The blood was proof, 
the early phone call and the cops, an utterly distraught 
Dillon and Carla were true testament. 

Looking back on it all now, the list of events are a 
blur. From the time Mel told me, the the newspaper head- 
line, to the vigil, to the funeral, and everything in between, 
it seemed, so meshed together. Nights and days were 
indistinguishable yet all I knew was that sleep was a ref- 
uge and waking the nightmare. 

Here, almost three months later I am trying to recount 
the events the best way that I can. In all of this I realize 
that the details that once seemed so vital are just not as 
important to me as they once were. All of the factors in- 
volved: the drunken guy at the door, the later arguing 
and confrontation, the knife exposure, the yelling, the 
use of a bucket as a make shift sheild, the chase down 
the block only to have the man come up from behind and 
stab Adem in the heart. Thinking of a friend lying in the 
grass holding his wound and taking his last breath would 
consume me. Constantly playing back in my mind. It tore 
at everyone involved, leaving the wrath of confusion and 
anger and hurt. Yet, these things no longer grate at me 
as they once did. What does hit deep is that one of the

6.) The agreement between Assrash and Marauld for art- 
work was something the band had worked out on their 
own. I wasn't even made aware of the artwork until the 
record was actually already finished. I had stated that I 
thought we could include it as a poster in the repress of 
the LP, but that never happened before PE fell into hard 
times financially (which was explained thoroughly in both 
PE's #37 and #38). If I remember correctly, we actually 
brought some of your band copies of the records down to 
Extreme Noise and put them on consignment to pay 
Marauld. Painting it like Mandy took your money for the 
artwork is wrong. 

In closing, Pignose asks for bands/individuals to 
come forward who contributed to the Defense Fund and 
question where the money went. However, I challange 
Pignose to come forward with any evidence he has to 
support his indirect accusation that anyone at PE mis- 
used or misappropriated any of that money.

7" may have Profane Existence written on the label, but it 
is technically a Skuld Releases record, for which we had 
nothing to do with after it was recorded. 

2. ) I know for a fact that we gave the band 450 copies of 
the Assrash EP from the first pressing of 3000 back in 
1996. We put out 6 releases all at the same time and all 
of the bands were paid straight away with records from 
the first pressing. Of the two subsequent PE repressings 
of 500 made during 1 997, 1 do not have any record of the 
band getting copies nor payment, and would have to as- 
sume PE still owes for them. What is likely the case is 
that they just sat around the office so long that we ended 
up just selling them, because no one came to pick them 
up, just like the LP's and two small batches of split EP's 
for which PE still owes 80 some dollars for. Of the final 
pressing of 500 done for as a benefit for PE in 1999, I 
personally delivered 50 copies to your house along with 
a batch of split EP's that had recently arrived from Skuld. 
As for the split EP's with Fleas and Lice, I know that you 
received prompt payment from Skuld from the first press- 
ing and every pressing following. That was a split EP, so 
you have to realize that your royalty copies are also split 
with Fleas and Ljce, which is why the batches from Skuld 
were smaller than the numbers from the. PE 7". 

3. ) Yes, PE sold Assrash patches and T-shirts. The 
patches we owe nothing for.

Lukashenko (current Belorus president) promised a lot of 
things, none of them are a reality yet. Even by Russia's 
situation its evident that 'perestroika' didn't work. The long 
promised democracy didn't give us anything either, lots of 
people remember the times when we lived during the "build- 
ing of communism". Then you could get a flat in 1 5 years, 
there was a job and a salary. The pay was low but consis- 
tent and everyone thinks that was a very cool life. Now the 
bigger part of the people are living with the dreams of com- 
ing back to that life, they don't understand that wasn't real 
life either. But what's there to say... Government - shit. 
The Baltics (Estoniya, Latvia, Lithuania) squeezed some 
benefits out of it, and their quality of life is higher, whereas 
the Belarussians accomplished nothing. But either way in 
every government there's problems. Government is 
submittance and slavery. 

Mao: And support of freeloaders. 

Igor: We live pretty poorly. The regular salary for most 
people is $50-60, and some even lower. That kind of money 
is what people in Minsk get, the rest of Belorus get $30- 
40, arfd senior citizen pension is just enough for bread 
and milk.

Questions answered by Mao (voc) and Igor 
(bass) of Hate to State - xilSSR's premier 
anarchopunk band from Belarus. Conducted 
by Sergey, May 1 2000, Hate to State's second 
Moscow show. 

First, tell a little about your band. 

Mao: Before Igor was in one of the first punk bands in 
Minsk; GREEN BRAIN ARTS INC. They played regular 
punk rock, not some Russian rock that everyone labeled 
punk. I was a friend of the band; helped with carrying equip- 
ment and stage dived at shows, etc. At that time we lis- 
tened to a lot of different kinds of music. Then I moved to 
Germany, and there went to shows and learned lots of 
interesting things. Although I was soon deported because 
I was living there illegally. I moved back to Minsk and ran 
into Igor at a club called "the Filophonist", I think. 

Igor: When me and Mao met that time it turned out that in 
the time we were apart we listened to the same kind of 
music and read the same zines and both came to holding 
anarchistic views. So when we met we decided to start a 
band. The punk and hardcore scenes were in a very sorry 
state in Minsk at that time, and it needed to be changed. In 
the end of the summer of 97 we got some people and 
started practicing. By December of that year, after some 
changes we had our first lineup. In February if 98 we played 
our first show and in April recorded a demo tape. We 
haven't recorded anything new after that because we al- 
ways have lineup problems. It's very hard to find people 
with the same views and interests, so that's mainly why 
we haven't recorded again.

Igor: Yea it's going back to the old ways. Everyone to the 
president talks about this. 

Mao: The main electors of Lukashenko are seniors and 
veterans. For them those times were their youth and the 
best times of life, even though they didn't have bread or 
anything, and That’s why they're striving to go back to those 
times. 

Igor: Also, the government is holding relatively low prices 
on alcohol production, so it would be more accessible. 
People always get drunk and not think about a better life, 
but how to get drunk again tomorrow. It's simply profitable 
for the government to booze up their people. I myself 
worked as a simple worker at a factory and saw that it's 
profitable for the bosses to have those kind of populace 
under them, they are easier to control. 

Mao: There's a lot of cheap wine in our stores and 
Lukashenko gets popularity by saying "We need to fight 
low quality wine, it's better to make high quality vodka" 
and the people support him. Even though they still buy the 
cheap wine, after which your head really hurts in the morn- 
ing.

People 
there just lead somewhat more active lives, but here that's 
not happening for some reason. Throughout all this time 
there were a few good bands, like the band I played in 
(Green Brain Arts, Inc) and DON'T PANIC. And I also 
named my zine after that band. One time we tried to re- 
unite that band. We tried to do something, but either just 
cuz it was not meant to be or because of people's lazi- 
ness, and some other reasons everything fell through. We 
thought that all obstacles were overcome and the move- 
ment is going to get bigger and bigger, but that didn't hap- 
pen. Right now, I think we have three worthwhile bands: 
DEVIATION, HATE TO STATE, and TWIN PIGS. That band 
though hasn't really become popular yet, and is practically 
unknown to Russian fans. They've only played two shows 
in Belarus, but by their commitment and serious approach 
it looks like there might be something to expect from them. 
The problem is that they live in a small town and don't

We told the people 
in SOLNCE MAO hey lets boycot Alternativa, they were 
all "Ok, lets" then they play one show there, then another 
one, and another one, and finally realize what a shitty place 
it really is and then tell us “yea we're gonna boycot that 
club" and that's who it is.

Mao: A new president is just another president. 


In the Belorus media, especially that which is devoted 
to young people, does it try to say that Nazi ideas came 
to Belarus from Russia? What do you think about this? 
Do you agree? 

Mao: The thing is that even though we have a border with 
Poland, everything comes here thorough Moscow, and at 
that, late. Punk came to the USSR late and in a perverted 
racist form. After some time punk started to exist in Belarus, 
but even more perverted. The same can be said aibout 
what happened with skinheads. We have nationalists who 
are trying to bring everything back to the state of WWII. At 
that time there were gangs of Belarus soldiers that fought 
under Nazi flags, and now there's a new trend of Nazis 
wanting to be Belorus Nazis, not Russian Nazis, but 
Belorus. But as the saying goes: "A Nazi stays a Nazi ev- 
erywhere.” 

Igor: We have people who belong to the RNE (Russian 
fascist party). They preach about a "great Russia", also 
there's nazis that strive for "a great Belorus". Complete 
bullshit. I wouldn't say that all this is Russia's influence, all 
this comes from poverty. People are just used to accom- 
plish personal goals. During such a bad life the people 
catch this sort of politics. Young people who don't really 
understand anything feel a since of power in these par- 
ties, and that really attracts them, maybe even more so 
than the ideas themselves.

Tell a little about the "Crush the Nazi Vermin" festival. 

Igor: It's a good festival, but we played only the third one. 
This festival was a long time in preparations, but it didn't 
come out quite as planned. There were problems with 
sound and organization. Also there was a rumor about 
Nazis' plans to come and beat people, and some people 
did come in uniform and black berets. 

Mao: But it turned out they were AMD (Antinazi Youth Ac- 
tion). 

Igor: They sure didn't look festive. Of course it didn't go as 
was wanted, it got no attention in the press the Belarus as 
a society didn't acknowledge it. We want it to become a 
regular thing, they youth needs a chance to express their 
opinion on fascism. 


How are things in Belarus show-wise? How often do 
concerts happen? 

Igor: It's very hard to set up shows for underground bands, 
because now everything is made for a commercial basis. 
Only popular bands have it easy with gigs, and most clubs 
don't care who play, nazis, or whoever, we boycott those 
and now it turns out there’s nowhere to play. We hope to 
bring the majority of bands to boycott these clubs, I don't 
think it would be profitable for clubs if no one plays. 


Looks like it's as trendy in Belarus as it is in Russia? 

Igor: Yeah. If you look at propaganda than most published 
materials come from Russia. Newspapers like "I am Rus- 
sian", etc. Propaganda isn't really published here, but there 
were attempts, but they are small and in small circulation. 


How is the Anarchist movement in Belarus? How 
strong is it? 

Mao: I'd say the anarchist movement is only strong in Minsk 
and Grodno. In Grodno there's a long running collective 
called “The Deserter’s Society" . In Minsk the whole anar- 
chist scene revolves around a newspaper/zine called 
"Navinki" , which became official and is on the free mar- 
ket. Navinki are trying to provide ways to hold different 
events, like "Crush the Fascist Vermin" festivals and they 
help put out the anti-nazi zine "Antifashik" . Also there's 
FAB (Belorus Anarchist Federation) There's a lot of semi- 
nars and picketing going on here, recently there was a 
protest against the Chetchen war, it went pretty nicely, we 
were the first and started a wave on Poland and Russia. 
We have contacts with Polocks, Germans and the French, 
sometimes someone from there comes to visit here, and 
someone from here goes over there but there isn't too much 
activism going on. 

Igor: I'll state my opinion. It seems to me that the bad thing 
about the anarchist movement in Belarus is that our anar- 
chists don't lean on the proletariat, and so it looks like they 
are doing everything only for themselves. I work at a fac- 


tory and I've never seen any actions. I volunteered to give 
out pamphlets, there can be found lots of supporters, lots 
of those people don't wanna except the life that they have, 
when I talk to people there I can see their faces light up, 
anarchist ideas can interest lots of them. There's a deficit 
of propoganders though, and I can't do it all, since I have 
the band, the distribution, the zine, and I also have a fam- 
ily on top of that. Most of the activism is done by anarchist 
for other anarchists, and regular people never get a chance 
to get into it, so it needs to be more focused for the people, 
like in the "Avtonom" zine from Kuban (diff. region in Rus- 
sia) everythings a lot better organized, the people see that 
something is being done and will included themselves, 
when you can't see that something's being done, no one 
will know about it. Lots of people think that anarchists are 
drunk sailors with guns, bashing museums and stores. 
Mao: Yeah, and people in politics should also know these 
terms. Most of them say that anarchy is chaos and the 
people begin to think that too. Me and Igor wanted to start 
a union at his work with another friend of his, a while ago, 
when you could still start one with only 3 people, but then 
Lukashenko ruled that a union has to have at least 10% of 
all the workers employed at the given complex. 

Igor: So far the anarchist movement in Belarus is still in its 
fetal stages.

AX what point did His Hero is done end and 
Tragedy begin? 

P: We had a break with the person who used to 
play bass in His Hero is Gone and decided 
that we wanted to do something altogether 
new.

We wanted to start over with less preconcep- 
tions of what everyone expected from us. 

Did this also influence your decision to move?

it hasn't brought about a free society, but 
it has changed the world. 

P: When a lot of people think of change, 

they are thinking in terms of radical po- 
litical or cultural change and maybe they 
think that punk is going to be the vehicle 
that brings that about. To me , I don't think 
that punk is going to be the vehicle that 
brings that about. However, it is something 
that changes people's lives. It is very 
insular, so that number of people may be very 
small, but it is something that does affect a 
certain amount of people. If you wanted to 
go beyond that you would have to be some Rage 
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still about factories and destroying the Earth, 
then what are you really changing? I think a 
lot of punks and anarchists are really con- 
cerned emotionally about how their actions 
are affecting the world. It is also some- 
thing that people can see they are having an 
immediate affect on. Whereas, if you set out 
to change society, then it's really easy to 
burn out because they can't see an affect 
most of the time. What is important is that 
both of these thing need to exist, but it's 
sometimes hard for the two ways of thinking 
to see each other. 

So you see this as contributing to Borne of 
the anti-political bands in the punk soene 
these days and all the songs about not being 
PC? 


r: Taut ' s kina ol tne eaten about tnere 
being rule's involved with the DIY scene. A 
lot of the people who get involved with punk 
don't like being told what to do. Then in 
the 90 's there seemed to be this big influx 
of middle class college kids who got into 
more for the ideals and less for being fuck 
ups. I'm not really trying to attack that 
point of view, but this influx of people 
created more of a stronger set of rules as to 
what you are supposed to do, leaving a lot of 
people wanting to reject that part of punk.

In the 
past I’ve been fucked over by a label pressing a 
controlled amount of records and using differ- 
ent artwork than originally intended. If there 
had been a contract we would have been pro- 
tected against this. 


But for the most part, touring and local he bands 
end up playing at one of the few cool bars that 
will deal with it. I think the main reason pro- 
moters don’t want to put on punk/hc shows is 
because of the token few that fuck shit up at 
shows. 

R: Whether it be breaking bottles, starting fights 
or just general disregard for the venue in itself. 
J: I can understand that point of view to an ex- 
tent but I would figure that there’s a couple of 
bad eggs in every scene, and that it should be 
dealt with on a personal level, rather than 
ostrisize an entire genre of music from the most 
accomodating venues. 

Tell us about your song “Imperfec- 
tion.”
